gomething in the paper, sald it was for
John  Stockton, and pineed the paekage
In the drower of the desk in the offiee; T osked
him i he hod beard of the shooting, and he said,
“Yes, John and 1 heard of it in Walnut street;™
I nsked if e meant John Stockton, nnd he sald,
“No, Johin Keenan;” I saw him take a conple of
drinks, aud heard him aay. “Brooks onght to
bhave been shot, and bhe Knew he wonld be shot
two weeks ago; that Brooks had muade  #600,000
off the people of Philadelphin, and that lie was
risking his life for money: that the - rascal
ought to be shot, for o community like this
would not stand a man from the West killing up
the Eastern trade, and making all the Eustern
distilleries stand still;™ the bottle of liguor was
on a safe, nnd Eagan took o drink, talked a few
minutes, and then took nnother: after he went
ant I opened the drawer, took out the package,
apened it, and found it contained two revolvers.

A seven and o four-shooter were shown the
witness, nnd the witness ldentifed thom ws the
enes wrapped in the paper—a Bucks county
newspaper.,

To Colonel Dechert—FEagan sald he Knew
Brooks wonld be shot two weeks apo: he also
#inid he was golng down the =treet, and sup-
posed the detectives would be theres he lelt the
store alone: I saw hiim next to-day, nfter I oam
in here; he did not say anvthing of the contents
oI the package: he sald it was tor Mr, Stockton,
and thoat waz all; His back was towards us when
he made up the bundle: 1 called the attention
of Mr. Ottt to Mr. Eazan's wrappiog up the
paper before Eagan aald anything about who it
wis for.

Cross-examined by Mr, Cassldy—I was brought
here by o subpenn; I was not arrested by an of-
ficer; the first I saw of Mayor Fox I went to him
between 7 and 9 o'clock, before I heard of the
reward; I opened the paper ten minutes after
Eagan left; } had no businegés connection with
Stockton: 1 took the liberty ol opening it; the
pletols were not loaded; 1 inulwll at them nnd
did not think they had been recently used; Engan
did not sny where he got them; 1 don't know if
Eagan's business Isin that locality; 1 saw him
ahont there and ot the Barley Sheaf; his face
indieated exeltement; the sume expression might
have been been on my face and those of other

ereons; I saw him take two drinks and thought
it o rare thing for him; 1 mide a charge to the
Mavor on these things and what 1T heard in the
forenoon; 1 know nothing further but what wis
told by Btockton.

Mr. Cassidy—Mr. Stockton is here and can
spoeak for himself, I suppose.

Witness resumed—T think Keenan's 18 0 square
away from Benade's: 1 attend nt Benade's place;
1 do most anything there; T don't know Mr,
Brooks: I never heard he was to be shot: 1 used
to follow the business of keeping o hotel In the
country.

shortly after this 1 saw the chulse at Neafie's
door; In twenty minutes after thiz the chalse
was driven backwards and forwards along Front
direct all the morning: the driver ol the chulse
I saw on Saturday and Monday was of short
gtoture, and wore o white or grey felt hat, and
bl after the shooling 1 was narrating
those facts, when two men, subseqguentiy provon
to Le deteetives, enme aloog and ook Ly al
dress; 1 eannot positively identify Robert Hamil-
ton as the driver of the chialse, but 1 can posi-
tively identify him as one of the mon sitting
about when the chaise was there; the driver of
the clnlse was about five feet seven or elght
inches high: this party you call Hamilton is one
of the men I saw on Saturday and Monday with
the blue coat on; I do not say I say him got out
of orin the chalse, but I saw him near lt: on
